Tulare County farmers got their 
first good look last Saturday at 
the world’s most powerful wheel 
tractor at work. It was an Oliver 
Super “99” with a claimed horse- 
power rating of a full 72 horses 
on the drawbar. The machine ar- 
rived in Porterville last week at 
the Farmers Tractor and Equip- 
ment company to show off its 
muscles to local ranchers after a 
cross-country tour of the nation’s 
farmlands. 

One of the local farms to which 
the much talked about tractor was 
taken was the Vernon Warren 
ranch in Rockford district where 
it was put to work discing up some 
20 acres of four year old alfalfa. 
It accomplished the task in a little 
less than three hours, pulling a 
15 foot offset disc wide open — 
in third gear. 

In appearance, the machine’s | 
power is deceptive, being not much | 
larger in size than some 30 horse- | 
power jobs of a few years back. 
Its overall wheelbase is only 80 
inches with a turning radius of 16 
feet, without the use of brakes. 
With the brakes applied, it will 
turn in about a 10 foot circle. 

As powerful as it is, the “99” 
is one of the easiest handling trac- 
tors ever built. A new type steer- 
ing gear, called the recirculating 
ball-type, cuts steering effort in| 
half and appears to have all the | 
advantages of power steering on | 
late model automobiles without ; 
the added equipment. If 

The powerplant in the new 
model is a two-cycle General 
Motors diesel with direct start- 
ing. According to its manufactur- 
ers, the engine will save 60 per- 
cent of the fuel cost over gasoline 
motors of the same horsepower 
rating. The new engine was de- 
veloped about 10 years ago and 
since has been used on many agri- 
cultural and industrial jobs but it 
is believed this is the first time 
that it has been installed in an al]

is on the move — that the community is pregressing. This in turn 
means that property values will hold steady or increase — a factor 
that should certainly be of concern to persons owning property. Re- 
member that a community does not stand still — it goes forward or 
backward; development of the Rockwell type means the community 
is moving forward. If you live in this community, you should be 
concerned with this fact. 

5. While the Rockwell project represents a tremendous asset to 
the community, it will not bring a major population increase, with 
the problems of suddenly increased numbers of school children and

| sudden demands on other facilities of the community. As a citizen of 


the area, you should bear this point in mind. 

6. Industry of the Rockwell type will not create shortages in the 
farm labor market; the type of people employed by Rockwell are not 
farm laborers to begin with. This point should be well understood 
by farmers. 

All-in-all, the Rockwell project has the desirable features that 
communities seek in a new industry, without the undesirable aspects 
that go with certain other types of industry. 

Now, the fingncing. 

First, let it/be clearly understood that no donations are being 
asked. A Civic Development Foundation has been established, in ac- 
cordance with state law. Local money is being accepted in the form 
of a loan to this Foundation. The loan will be repaid annually for a 
period of 10 years, with interest at a minimum of 412 percent. 

Repayment of the loan, and interest, comes through rent paid 
by Rockwell to the Foundation for use of the facility. The rent fig- 
ure will also cover taxes and maintenance of the plant. 

After the.loan is paid off, Rockwell will continue to lease the 
plant at a “nominal” rent, with funds then going to the Foundation 
for use in civic development. The property, of course, still belongs to 
the Foundation. 

Financial rating of the Rockwell company is sound in every re- 
spect, the company’s financial] statement shows this, And major 
financing institutions are eager to handle bulk of the loan — possibly 
75 per cent of the cost of construction and of land, while 25 per cent 
is provided by the community through loans to the Civic Foundation. 
From a strictly business standpoint, loan to the Civic Founda- 
tion is as sound as any investment that an individual might make 
in any industrial enterprise in the nation.

Free lance duck hunters have a 
fairly good chance of a place to 
shoot on one of the four water- 
fowl management areas in the San 
Joaquin Valley. The rules and 
regulations call for written reser- 
vations to be made 14 days in ad- 
vance but if the quota is not filled 
then the first come first serve con- 
tingent will be accommodated, 


The Los Banos Waterfowl Man- 
agement area is geared to take 
care of 100 hunters at one time; 
the San Luis Wasteways 100; Mer- 
ced 80 and the new Mendota pub- 
lic duck hunting grounds 150, of 
which 50 must bring their own 
boat. 

Last Saturday, when all but the 
Merced area opened to duck hunt- 
ing, the Mendota area had its full 
quota of 150 reservations but only 
100 showed up so room was avail- 
able for 50 others without advance 
reservations. 

In a last minute change of 
opinion, the Merced National area 
is to be open this Saturday instead 
of the second half of the duck sea- 
son only, as a result, for this Sat- 
urday only 18 advance. reserva- 
tions are on file and 13‘for Sun- 
day. The difference between 
these figures and the allowable 
quota of 80 is the number of hunt- 
ers that can be accommodated on 
a first come first served basis. 

For the Wednesday, November 
2 shoot day, the following reserva- 
tions have been made in the pre- 
scribed 14 days advance require- 
ment: Los Banos 75, San Luis 62, 
Mendota 33 and Merced 7. The 
difference between these figures 
and the allowable quota shown 
above represents the number that 
will be allowed to shoot on a 
first come first serve basis: but

Problem Of Good Agricultural Lands Being Taken 
By Cities Is Object Of Study By Davis Economists 


Everybody’s worried about the 
way cities are taking over good 
agricultural land, but nobody 
knows enough about it. 


That’s the opinion of agricul- 
tural economists on the Davis 
campus of the University of Cali- 
fornia who are beginning a study 
of agricultural land uses in the 
state. Expansion of cities into 
rural areas may be a symptom or 
cause economic dislocation, say 
the researchers, J. Herbert Snyder 
and H. Russell Shaw. But, they 
add, no one knows for sure. 


“The rapid increase in popula- 
tion in California in the post-war 
years has been a major factor,” 
said Snyder. ‘In some areas the 
finest land for agriculture has 
been converted to subdivisions 
and industrial sites. The state- 
ment has frequently been made 
that agriculture in some locali- 
ties is doomed unless city growth 
is directed away from land best 
suited for agriculture. 

“The difficulty is that normal 
growth of society requires that 
land use must change with chang- 
es in the society. We don’t have 
enough real facts as to the amount 
of such land diversion and the 
value of compensating factors to 
make a final decision whether 
these changes are indeed as bad 
as they seem. Even an accurate 
measurement of the amount of the 
change cannot be agreed on at 
present. A need for a thorough

“One problem is more obvious 
than some of the others. I refer 
to the leap-frog development or 
strip expansion characteristic of 
much city growth. In northern 
California, typical examples are 
found in San Mateo, Sacramento, 
Santa Clara, and Contra Costa 
counties. The focal point in the 
south is in Los Angeles county. 

“The effect, though not, yet 
clearly defined, is nevertheless 
serious in its impact on schools, 
transportations, public utilities, 
property taxes, and so on. And 
of course there is the effect on 
individual] farm incomes, not only 
in terms of raising costs of pro- 
duction but also lowering crop 
yields. Labor costs tend to in- 
crease and pest and disease con- 
trols becomes more difficult. Fur- 
ther, conflicts concerning public 
health and esthetic considerations 
develop in areas where rural and 
‘urban land, are side by side. 

“The result of decreases in farm 
incomes may be changed levels of 
agricultural living, changes in 
type of farming, practically forced 
sale of property, or a combination 
of these and other possible chang- 
es.

these products. This deserves care- 
ful inspection, for it may be a 
gross misstatement. So far, ad- 
vances in technology have permit- 
ted increased production on less 
land. Who can say what the limit 
May be?” 

In each area to be studied, Sny- 
der and Shaw feel it will be nec- 
essary to trace and evaluate past 
changes and developments in land 
use, taxes, and land values. Prob- 
ably they’ll use a sampling pro- 
cedure, because of the size of the 
areas to be studied. Shaw’s part 
of the study will be concerned 
principally with how changes in 
the uses of lands in an area af- 
fect the way the remaining farm- 
ers change their individual farm 
units. 


The first work to be undertaken 
in the project will involve analyz- 
ing how taxation may determine 
changes in land use. Particular 
attention will be paid to the pos- 
sibility of using a severance-type 
land tax to influence agricultural 
land use. The analysis will then 
be expanded to include other im- 
portant market factors than in- 
fluence land use, and the results 
will be related to agricultural pro- 
duction in Los Angeles county.

Alfalfa Against 


Damage From Spotted Alfalfa Aphid 


By William R. Sallee 
Farm Advisor 

Seedling stands of alfalfa can be 
destroyed by the spotted alfalfa 
aphid in as short a time as 24 
hours. Every effort must be made 
to get the young alfalfa plants off 
to a vigorous start to reach a stage 
of growth where it has some re- 
sistance to the aphid. One or two 
aphids can kill the young plants 
in a short time. 

University of California agron- 
omists and entomologists are rec- 
ommending these factors in estab- 
lishing new stands of alfalfa: 

1. Wait until the weather is 
cooler to reduce the present popu- 
lation of aphids to a minor prob- 
lem before planting. 2. When 
the population is lower so very 
little damage is being done to hay 
— ‘plant alfalfa seed as soon as 
possible. 

38. A good, firm seedbed with 
adequate moisture is essential. 4. 
New seedlings of alfalfa often 
may be stimulated by the addition 
of nitrogen of 20 pounds of actual 
nitrogen per acre. This will help 
the alfalfa plants grow through 
the winter months and be well es- 
tablished by spring. 5. Inocula- 
tion of the seed will help if need- 
ed. Soil in fields where alfalfa, 
bur clover, ore Sweet clover have 


recently: been grown usually con- 
tains enough bacteria to inoculate 
the new plantings. However, in 
fields where these crops have not 
been grown recently, it is good 
cheap insurance to inoculate. In- 
oculant can be purchased from 
most seed plants. 

6. Seedling fields should be 
checked daily «fer presence of 
aphids. When aphids are found, 
treatment ‘should be applied the 
same day. Parathion is the only 
successful material on seedling 
stands. Daily checking of fields 
means a close, careful examination 
each day. 

Alfalfa grown on marginal soils, 
or those troubled with hardpans 
and clay pans, plow soles, other 
compaction, and alkali often result 
in difficulty in stand establish- 
ment and low yields. This situa- 
tion will even be less profitable 
with the spotted alfalfa aphid and 
the grower will want to carefully 
consider . soil conditions before 
planting. 

Growers with good hay-produc- 


ing soils will want to stay in the 
hay business: In Imperial county, 
where farmers have finished the 
second season with the aphid, hay 
growers are in the hay business to 
stay.
